PIPELINE PROTESTERS VOW TO STAY 
WHILE ADVOCATES URGE TRUMP TO 
MAKE PROJECT APPROVAL A PRIORITY

Industry leaders are urging President-elect 
Donald Trump to make approval of the dis- 
puted Dakota Access oil pipeline a “top prior- 
ity’’ when he takes office next month, while 
opponents who have protested the project for 
months are vowing to stay put on their sprawl- 
ing North Dakota encampment despite harsh 
winter weather and a tribal leaders’ caU to leave. 

The moves come after the Army declined 
to issue a permit for the $3.8 billion pipeline to 
cross under a Missouri River reservoir in south- 
ern North Dakota near the Standing Rock Sioux 
Reservation. While the Army’s decision doesn’t 
end the debate over the pipeline, industry ana- 
lysts and the chairman of the Native American 
tribe that’s led the protests said Monday they 
don’t expect any developments for months. 

Standing Rock Chairman Dave Archam- 
bault lauded the Army’s decision as taking “tre- 
mendous courage,” and National Congress of 
American Indians President Brian Cladoosby 
said it showed “respect for tribal sovereignty” 


The Standing Rock tribe believes the 
1, 200 -mile pipeline to transport North Dakota 
oil through the Dakotas and Iowa to a shipping 
point in Illinois threatens drinking water and 
cultural sites. Dallas-based pipeline developer 
Energy Transfer Partners has denied that and 
said the pipeline will be safe. The segment un- 
der Lake Oahe is the only remaining big chunk 
of construction. 

“I am hopeful President-elect Trump will re- 
ject the Obama administration’s shameful ac- 
tions to deny this vital energy project,” Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute President and CEO 
Jack Gerard said in a statement late Sunday 
The institute represents the U.S. oil and natu- 
ral gas industry 

Trump supports construction of the pipe- 
line, spokesman Jason Miller told The Asso- 
ciated Press on Monday, but Miller wouldn’t 
say whether Trump would reverse the Army’s 
decision. 

“We will review the full situation when we’re 
in the White House and make the appropriate 


determination at that time,” Miller said. 

The Sunday announcement by Assistant 
Army Secretary Jo-Ellen Darcy does not ac- 
tually deny an easement for the project, but 
says additional review is needed. That means 
the pipeline company cannot file an appeal 
because the project was not formally rejected. 

Energy Transfer Partners slammed the 
Corps’ decision as politically motivated and 
alleged that President Obama’s administration 
was determined to delay the matter until he 
leaves office. The company is awaiting a deci- 
sion from a federal judge it asked earlier to give 
it permission to drill under the lake. 

A full environmental revie^y including alter- 
nate routes and spill risks, could take as long as 
a year, though that is considered unlikely under 
the Trump administration. 

Once in office. Trump could move to cancel 
the fuU review and greenlight the project, but 
court cases remain pending and any move by 
the new administration is sure to face a legal 
challenge from one side or another. 


The Army’s announcement likely delays the 
pipeline by at least several months but does 
not kill it, energy analysts said. 

Hundreds of people describing themselves 
as “water protectors” have been staying in the 
Oceti Sakowin, or Seven Council Eires, protest 
encampment along the pipeline route in south- 
ern North Dakota. Archambault, anticipating 
no changes for months, on Monday urged them 
to go home as dangerous wintry weather sets in. 

“Their purpose has been served,” he said. 
“I’m thankful for all the people who have 
come, all the people who have stood by us, but 
there’s no need ... to put people’s lives at risk.” 

Monday was a federal government-set dead- 
line for the people to leave the camp that’s 
on federal land, though authorities have said 
they won’t forcibly remove anyone. Gov Jack 
Dalrymple last week also issued a “mandatory 
evacuation” but said no one would be removed 
by force. 

“I plan on staying until it’s over,” said Andy 
Shute, 30, of St. Louis.

Making a living by hula 
hooping on CTA platforms 


Amid the hustle and 
bustle of a busy Jack- 
son Blue Line station, 
a small crowd of CTA 
passengers gather 
around 24-year-old 
Erica Sosa, who, with 
nothing but a hula 
hoop and an upbeat 
tune, dances with the 
energy and finesse 
of a highly-skilled 
performer. 

Sosa is one of many 
artists who spends her days in the depths 
of the CTA subway system performing for 
a stream of tourists, commuters and transit 
workers. 

“I do this every day Monday through Sat- 
urday, for like four hours,” Sosa said. 

The Rogers Park resident has made street 
performing her livelihood, making roughly 
$100 a day in tips. 

“I’m raising money to go back 
to school, and right now I don’t 
really have, like, a job,” Sosa said. 

“I do have some small side gigs 
sometimes, like I teach hip-hop 
classes in Evanston to second- 
and third-graders, but this is my 
steady consistent thing that I do 
like every day” 

You’ll likely find her on the 
Jackson Blue Line platform; she 
feels she makes the most money 
there. And according to Sosa, 
she’s on the higher end of the 
subway performer pay grade. 

“I’ve asked other performers what they 
make, and when I tell them how much I 
make, they’re like, ‘Whoa!’ ” she said. 

Sosa said she began hula hooping in the 
subway roughly three years ago. Her curiosity 
was sparked when she was in college after 
seeing other performers on her way to class. 

“I’ve always liked dancing, so I thought, 
‘Hmm, I wonder what it would be like to 
be doing this?’ So I went up to one of the 


performers and I asked him how to get a per- 
mit,” Sosa said. “He told me, and I was like, 
‘You know what? I’m just going to try it.’ 

“My life was kind of boring at that point, 
and it needed some excitement. Back then I 
was more shy, so [performing! helped me to 
overcome my shyness, like dancing in front 
of people.” 

She ended up dropping her college classes 
shortly after getting her permit and started 
making a living dancing in the subway After 
about a year, she took a break and ended up 
landing a job teaching ballroom dancing. She 
eventually quit that job to spend more time 
with her husband and has been back in the 
subway performing since June. 

“It’s just so much fun,” she said. “I’m pretty 
much getting paid to do something that I like 
doing. And then sometimes there are those 
random awesome human beings that are just 
so spontaneous, and when they see me danc- 
ing, they start dancing with me. 

“So sometimes I create like little mini dance 
parties out of nowhere, and it’s just 
those awesome little moments that 
I love about performing.” 

HOW TO BECOME A 
CTA SUBWAY PERFORMER 

» The CTA has only three locations 
within the subway where perform- 
ers are allowed: the Washington 
Blue Line platform, and the Jackson 
Red and Blue Line platforms. 

» A performer’s permit costs $10; 
you must go to CTA headquarters 
with a valid photo ID to obtain one. 

» You can sign up to do anything- 
dancing, singing, playing an instru- 
ment, etc. 

» Keep your permit with you when performing 
at CTA locations. If you don’t have it on you or 
perform somewhere other than a designated 
area, you could be issued a citation. 

» Performances are on a first-come, first-serve 
basis in the subway.

Fans will need deeper wallets for 2017 Cubs tickets

After waiting a lifetime for a championship 
team, Cubs fans will discover the price of suc- 
cess. 

The average price of Cubs season tickets 
will rise 19.5 percent in 2017, the team an- 
nounced Monda}^ with increases ranging 
from 6 percent for upper deck reserved seats 
to 31 percent for infield club box seats. 

The highest-priced premium seat is $409 
for a dugout box for one of the three “dia- 
mond” games — the home opener and two 
games against the Yankees and Cardinals— 
while the lowest is $8 for upper outfield re- 
served for one of the nine “bronze” games, 
weekday games in April and early May 

Colin Faulkner, the Cubs’ senior vice presi- 
dent of sales and partnerships, pointed to 
the “unprecedented demand” created by last 
year’s championship season. 

“Trying to capture that demand and con- 
tinue the progress on the field, and [with] our 
mission to field a consistently competitive 
team, no surprise, we’ll be increasing season 
ticket prices,” he said, adding: “Even with the 


19.5 percent increase, it leaves a significant 
value for our season ticket holders with their 
tickets.” 

The Cubs said regular season tickets re- 
sold on StubHub.com for an average of 
96 percent above their face value. Postseason 
tickets went for 670 percent above face value, 
including a 1,206 percent increase for the 
three World Series games at Wrigley Field. 

After the Cubs’ playoff run in 2015, the 
team said it increased prices by an average 
of 10 percent. Team Marketing Report, us- 
ing its own calculations, had the Cubs with a 

14.6 percent increase in 2016 to an average of 
$51.33, well over the major league average of 
$31. But the Cubs still drew over 3.2 million 
fans in 2016, fifth-highest in the majors at 
more than 39,900 per game. 

The Cubs’ overall increase of 313,000 fans 
in 2016 was the second-highest jump in the 
majors behind Toronto’s increase of 597,000. 
The Cubs ranked third in average ticket 
price, according to TMR, behind the Red Sox 
($54.79) and the Yankees ($51.55). 

Faulkner did not know where the Cubs 


expect to rank in 2017, citing different calcu- 
lations from teams which don’t factor in pre- 
mium “club” seats. 

“Certainly we’ll have a ticket price that may 
be relatively higher than some teams,” he said. 
“But we really think that we’re providing tre- 
mendous access and value to our season ticket 
holders.” 

After the 95-loss 2002 season, the Cubs in- 
troduced a three-tiered pricing system of “val- 
ue,” “regular” and “prime” days that increased 
prices from 20-25 percent for a quarter of 
their home games. Now there are bronze 
(nine games), silver (12), gold (24), platinum 
(14), marquee (19) and diamond (three) tiers, 
giving them six levels. 

The three games in the diamond tier are the 
home opener against the Dodgers on April 10, 
a Saturday game against the Yankees on May 6 
and a Saturday game against the Cardinals on 
July 22. 

The highest-priced non-premium seat, the 
club box infield, average $137 with a high of 
$189 for diamond games. Bleacher tickets 
range from $21 for bronze games to $79 for 



diamond games, and will average $45.77 for 
season-ticket holders. 

Bullpen box seats, priced as premium seat- 
ing, will run from $118 to $289 for the front 
row, and $iii to $239 for three rows behind 
it. The bullpens are moving underneath the 
bleachers in 2017, adding more seats to the 
area.
